The undersigned issued a receipt.

He stated that the Koreans involved in the case 
were handed over to the Japanese Comsnuiar Police and 
the Russian to the 3.N.C. to be charged with extortion 
which he haé admitted. He requested to retursz the 
seized pistol later for further emuuiri#g by the 
Gendarmerie. 

The Russian suffering from injuries appeared to 
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be in a serious condition, te is unable to walk and 
sould nardly speake 

However briefly questioned by the undersigned 
he admitted havin= attemptsd to extort money from 
Korean Weroin padiers, fosins as an S3.M.P. Detective. 
He stated toat he had a Korezn friend (nars and addpess 
umknown) who had shorm “im a number of addresses of 
Koreens dealing in Heroin. 

He etated that the seized pistel was not his, 
but that he jad berrovwed it from a friend body guard 
one named V.N.Liapunoff employed at Breadway Nensiens, 
whom he met at about 11.30 p.m. 4/7/41 at Aveme 
Joffre near Avenue ad: Roi Albert, ané premissed to 
returm the pistel one hour later at the corner of 
Wanking amd Chekfiamc Roads.
